WERE ALL WRONG 


Lethbridge Herald Alleges Cal- 
gary Newspapermen Distorted 


Reports of Meeting 
A recent issue of the Lethbridge 


Herald contains the following.  Pre- 
sumably the Herald gets the facts of 
the case from the president. 

The reports of the Western Canada 
League meeting emanating from Cal- 
gary, Where the magnates were in ses- 
sion Friday and Saturday were evi- 
dently steeped in the rankest kind of 
yellow journalism, judging by what is 
known to be authentic concerning the 
meeting. ‘ 

Despatches sent out from Calgary 
and circulated over the Western Can- 
ada League circuit, were colored in a 
most artful manner to throw a reflec- 
tion upon. President Eckstrom which 
would tend to impeach and put him in 
disfavor throughout: the league. 

Why is Calgary so embittered again- 
st President Eckstrom? There is but 
little probing necessary to discover an 
answer to the question. How Calgary 
stooped to canquer and how they were 
shown up by the President is now an- 
cient history and needs no rehearsing. 
Calgary, too, has a man whom they 
would be mightily pleased to see seat: 
ed in the president’s chair in place of 
Kckstrom. These are the simple facts 
underlying the motive for the issuing 
of highly prejudiced stories from Cal- 
gary. 

The meeting as a matter of fact was 
as orderly as ay former gatherings of 
the league delegates and when the pre- 
vious meeting of the league was held 
in Lethbridge there certainly was no 
rough house play indulged in, as oc- 
curred-in Calgary Saturday according 
to the despatches. Calgary was surely 
there with marked cards and loaded 
for bear, asd insisted upon doing the 
dealing, but it availed them nothing. 
They were completely foiled by the 
president who at the conelusion laid 


on the table a haud-full ef trumps 
Calgary was non-plussed and quit. 


Their plotting and scheming to oust 
President) Nekstrom has come to 
naught. C. J. Jeckstrom. still holds 
the guiding reins of the Western Lea- 
gue in spite of much designing against 
him. 

When a man takes ithe presidency of 
a baseball league or any other lke 
sporting combination, especially a new 
one, he must expect trials and troub- 
les. ‘The path of progress is strewn 
with pittalls and they are innumer- 
able in the realin of sport. It takes 
a batter from away back to stick to the 
finish and Kekstrom if from Missouri. 

Calgary ottered considerable small 
talk, deserying the President's meth- 
ods but the other delegates were too 
sensible to be taken in by i: and plain. 
ly showed their disgust. 

The Facts of the Meeting. 

There were present besides C. J. 
Kecksirom, A, M. Blackburn, repre- 
senting Winnipeg; EF. M. Gray, Iéd- 
monton; ‘T. A, Hornibrook, Calgary; 
J. V. Mackenzie, Lethbridge; J: 
Shuster, Moose Jaw; J. J. Munroe, 
Brandon. A snow. blockade on the 
railroad prevented Saskatoon's dele- 
gate from aatending. 

In Heu of a delegate Saskatoon sent 
a telegram stating their willingness 
to join in any feasible compact that 
might be arranged. The telegram sta- 
ted that Saskatoon had paid visiting 
clubs fifty per cent. more in gate re- 
ceipts than their club received on the 
road, 


Financial Question Debated. 

The financial situation was the first 
and most imporiant question to come 
up. Until this is straightened ou; the 
leagus can do noting. 

It was decided t6 include the Presi- 
dent, Messrs. Blackburn, Hornibrook, 


Gray and Shuster as a committee to 
sift the finances of che Jeague. It 


that the league owed the 
Brandon club $23.50, Calgary $35.75, 
and the president over $1,000.00. ‘The 
committee decided that this deficiency 
should be made up by the different 
clubs of the league,and also that a tele- 
srram be drafted warning Saskatoon of 
their position in the league through 
failure to post league guarantee, $400.

clubs would pay an ¢qual share oi 
Saskatoon’s deficit. The meeting there- 
at adjourned until Saturday at 2 
o'clock. 

When the delegates came together 
on Saturday afternoon, a general dis- 
cussion on live topics took place. Sas- 
Rooon answer was read, but allowed 
of no definite action. It appears that 
the Saskatoon club has the money re- 
quired by thee league as a forfeit de- 
posited in a bank in their city, but

Calgary 
and Edmonton opposed the holding +f 
the meeting in Winnipeg, but were vo- 
ted down, )\{unroe, Blackburn and 
Snuster voting in favor of it while the 
Lethbridge delegate remained neutral. 

So it would appear that all this talk 
of disruption in the league which we 
have read from Calgary source is merc 
hot air. A league composed of Ed- 
monton, Calgary, Wi Annipeg and Bran- 
don, and another of the cities of this 
province and several other combina- 
tions is onl hifalutin bunk ana need 
not be treated seriously. The old eight 
club league looks as healthy as anv- 
thing yet proposed and probably a 
little more so.
